JUNK HIGHER IN PRICE. 


The junk dealers have been making 


more money during the past few months 
than they have for many yeais. A pair 
of old rubber boo s which last j ear i 
brought only 15 cents, brings 33 cents, 
and old iron which one year ago could 
not be given away, commands 23, 40 
and 42 1-2 cents per hundred pounds. 
Oast iron brings the lowest piice, \vith 
ntf-el next and, wrought iron the high- 
est 


Junk dealers receive about 11 or 12 


cents a pound for copper, when they 
run gel this metal, but on account of its 
high price, the telegraph and electric 
light companies, from whom they at 
one time drew their supply, now send 
their old copper direct to the factories. 


Soft woollen rags, such as used in un- 


derwear and socks, bring the highest 
prices in the rag market, while the 
cheaper cottons and prints command 
the lowest. Junk men soon become 
expert in telling the quality of cloth. 


When the rags are brought in'o the 


shop by the men \vho have been out 
collecting them, thej are assorted, and 
the pieces of the same quality or kind 
tire thrown into separate heaps. 


Buttons are never cut from clothing 


by the ]unk dealers, nor are they saved 
at tbe paper mills to which the rags are 
sent.

Other applica- 
tions were made along the nene to 
insure relief, and although a mouth has 
elapsed since the operation there has 
been no recurrence of any trouble." 


Dr. White showed a culture tube in 


which a colony of the bacteria, of diph- 
theria had been planted in blood se- 
rum. He then told of an experiment 
in which these bacilli had been put in 
capoillaiy tubes with sealed endc and 
subjected to liquid air for an hour. At 
the end of the time the germs appeared 
lifeless, but on being placed in an in- 
cubator and brought back to a normal 
temperature they were as lively as 
ever. 
"It is impossible to kill germs by 


freezing," he went on to say, "but this 
experiment reveals a use of liquid air 
wnich I believe will prove effectual in 
many cases of bacterial diseases." 


The doctor then showed a photograph 


taken of a child upon whose neck a 
large blood tumor had attained the size 
of a dollar. Lower on the body was 
another tumor even more ugly in its 
appearance. In telling of the case the 
doctor said: 


"Liquid air was applied to the tumor 


on the child's back and the flesh healed 
rapidly. The other excrescence was 
tieated by ordinary methods and has 
even, grown larger. In consequence of 
these results I have great hopes for 
liquid air in the treatment of lesions 
and such inflammations of the skin." 


When asked in regard to the use of 


liquid air as an anaesthetic, Di. White 
told of an experiment in which it was 
employed. 


"A boy had reeehed a blank cartridge 


wound in the hand and in oider to per- 
form the operation the part was frozen 
by a spray of liquid air. Too much was 
applied, and at first the surgeon was no 
more able to cut the flesh than if it 
had been so much stone. After a mo- 
ment's waiting the knife cut in easily, 
inflicting no pain, the foreign particles 
wore removed, and the wound ca 
fully 


dressed. A few days latei the boy re- 
tuined. The 
h.-tml had healed nicely 


and was soon entirely well. 


"There is no pain in the application," 


he continued, "except a slight tingling 
at the very bpginniug. If the pait frozen 
i& suriounded by healthy tissue it re- 
turns to its normal condition as soon 
as the cold is removed."

Washington, Oct. 6.—Representative 


Boutelle, who attended the President'!) 
dinner to Admiral Uewey, ban summed 
up the President's informal statement 
U8 to hia Philippine policy as follows: 


"Tho Administration policy Is to 


carry out the manifest will of the 
American people In furnishing troops 
to go to tlie Philippine Islands to sus- 
tain the fruits of Admiral Dewey's 
victory. The duty that now devolves 
upou this Cioveruoieut is to maintain 
our sovereignty over the islands, BUS- 
tuin our soldiers against any enemy 
and against any disturbance of law 
and order; everything being for the 
purpose of establishing a rightful gov- 
ernment for the people of the islands 
In such manner us the American Gov- 
ernment, through Congress, shall de- 
termine. The campaign must be push- 
ed actively and vigorously, and the op- 
position to our army must be ended sis 
rapidly as possible. Peace must be 
established by this Government and 
maintained 
thereby 
until Congress 


shall determine what shall be done 
with the islands. From what the Pres- 
ident said, it is proposed to bend every 
resource to tho stamping out of all op- 
position to our authority, the settle- 
ment of the war and the establishment 
and maintenance of peace." 


Manila, Oct. 5.—There have been four 


dny» of the liveliest kind of lisjbtnitr. 
It appears that the insurgents planned 
that the attack should begin at Inms 
list Saturday.

The houM In which Andrew Carnegie 


was boru was itself a very 
humbla 


structure. His father was a fairly well- 
to-do toaster weaver iu the historic lit- 
tle town of Duuf«rmlln«, Scotland, aud 
lived In a plain little house one and a 
hulf stories high, rude and lowly. Tho 
unadorned windows were small, and re- 
gambled the openings in an old-fashion- 
ed fort. In such a place "Andy," as the 
family always called him, lived as a 
boy until his father was deprived of tho 
profit of his labor by the advance of 
progress and the invention of new ma- 
chinery for weaving. At such a time, 
when Andrew Carnegie was only ten 
years old. the family decided to come 
to America. 


Since 
leaving their first home in 


Pennsylvania, the one that was mort- 
gaged to raise money enough to give 
th« steel king his start in life, the Car- 
negies have lived In houses of varying 
degree, always the best they could do 
under the circumstances. Andrew Car- 
negie, like all 
true, proud-hearted 


Scots, has always been a great home 
lover, and has m-ade his houses as com- 
fortable and cozy as It was possible for 
him to do. 


In later years, since he has been a 


rich man, he has had fine estates. His 
sister owns a beautiful and princely es- 
tate, Dungeness, on Cumberland Island, 
off 
the Georgia 
coast, 
with 
many 


sweeping acres covered with verdant 
lawns and the dense foliage of ttoplcal 
shrubbery. She has recently petitioned 
the State for a complete title to the 
property in order 
to clear away any 


claims that may hereafter arise con- 
cerning the conveyance of this historic 
spot. This is a mere formal step to have 
the records clear, for the property Is al- 
ready hers, and she has betn residing 
there many years. 


The interior of the Carnegie residence 


at 5 West Fifty-first Street, New York, 
where Andrew Carnegie lives when he 
is "at home," is a study. In his private 
office, or library, or. as he puts it, his 
"workshop," there are rare pieces of 
art, paintings of Scottish 
landscapes, 


American scenery, photographs of iron 
mills, factories and 
shops, newspaper 


cartoons, 
books of fiction, history, 


science, all mixed in wondrous though 
pleasing confusion. One finds a mas- 
terpiece of art and close beside it some 
laughable cartoon rudely snatched from 
a newspaper, illustrating some passing 
political turn in American 
history— 


there is no closer student of American 
politics in this count! y than Mr. Carne- 
gie, 
and the cartoon artist never fails 


to interest him. Whenever he finds a 
cartoon with a clever point to it he la 
apt to tear it out and hang it on the 
wall, and studies it and laughs at it, 
oftentimes for a good long time. 


Frescoed in 'artistic lettering across 


the sides of the walls in Mr. Caruegie'a 
"workshop" 
are texts, or mottoes, 


which have been the keynotes in his 
life. On one side, and set out more 
conspicuously than the rest, is the fol- 
lowing:

It was discovered by a German chem- 


ist in 1861, that if a mixture of lime 
a ml carbon were heated to an enormous 
temperature the two fused together and 
produced what is now known as cal- 
cium carbide. Nothing further of notp 
was accomplished with this new sub- 
stance 
until 1894, when Molssan 
in- 


vented an electric furnace and found 
that by placing carbon and lime direct- 
ly in lht< electric arc an enormously 
high temperature was available jt 
comparatively little expense, and the 
tfsultiug calcium carbide possessed the 
property of gent-rating a new gas very 
rapidly 
when brought into contact 


with water. Moissan did not pursue 
his experiments much further because 
the proper and economical construction 
of electric furnaces was then very little 
known. 


As usual in such cases, ihe invention 


of Moissan was perfected in America. 
Thomas L. Wilson, of St. Catherine's, 
Out., was a poor boy, assisting 
hia 


mother in the management of a board- 
ing house. When twenty-nine years old, 
he crossed the 
border to the United 


States, where his talent was soon recog- 
nized, aud soon afterward he built a 
viry large electric furnace tor the pur- 
post' of experimenting in the production 
of alloys of different metals. 
~ While doing so 
he found that the 


spattering of the molten metal in' the 
furnace Irequently produced a conduct- 
ing path between the carbon of his arc 
limp, so much so as to seriously inter- 
fere with and sometimes extinguish the 
arc. To overcome this lie placed in the 
furnace a mixture of coke and lime, 
which he found to his astonishment im- 
mediately combined under the great 
heat aud produced beautiful, clear cal- 
cium carbide at a comparatively low 
cost.

President Grant'* SuKire«tton. 


An official who quite generally knows 


what he is talking about was dilating 
the other afternoon upon the funny 
hopelessness for all 
reasonable pur- 


poses of many of the little creeks and 
rivers for the "improvement" of which 
Congress was asked to appropriate 
money under the River and Harbor 
bill. 


"When Grant was President," said 


the official, "he used to alternately 
chuckle and fulminate against the ex- 
penditure of good government coin for 
the 'improvement' of measly

streams that he himself knew could 
nevev be made fit for any human pur- 
pose. There was a Virginian who, fail- 
ing to get Congress to stick in an ap- 
propriation for the dredging or a little 
stream down in his station, finally im- 
portuned Grant in the matter.

Capital was at once~interested in 


Wilson's discovery, and it was not long 
before companies were organized in 
every State to control the Wilson pa- 
tents, but it was also only a short time 
when it wab discovered that acetylene 
gaa, under certain circumstances, was 
of a highly explosive nature. 


Contraiy to the advice of Mr. Wilson, 


many of the companies undertook to 
place the gas upon the market in a 
liquid form. In order to do this it was 
coraprfssed until it became liquid, al- 
most in the same manner as liquid air is 
produced. It was found, however, that 
during compression the explosive quali- 
ties of the gas increased rapidly until 
when, in a liquid state, it was extremely 
dangerous. 


In using the gas in this manner many 


disastrous explosions occurred, and the 
public quickly denounced the gas, but 
further experiments soon proved that if 
the pure gas were used without being 
compressed there was only one way of 
causing an explosion, and that was by 
exploding in the * gas tank a small 
quantity of fulminade of mercury or 
some other viuleiiL explosive. It was 
also found quite possible to burn the 
electric arc within a tank of pure gas 
with perfect safety. 


It was decided that tho gas would 


have to be used without being com- 
pressed, and this action was quickly in- 
dorsed by insurance underwriters, who 
will not now permit the use of acety- 
lene gas under pressure. 


Calcium carbide was first sold at 


very high pi ice on account of, the fact 
that it required the use of about five 
hundred horse power for twenty-foui 
hours to produce a single ton, but there 
are now works jt Niagara Falls where 
great quantities are turned out daily 
by the use of the inexpensive water 
powr-r there. The use of the carbide 
however, has become so general that 
these works will soon be doubled, and 
even then it is expected that it will be 
almost impossible to supply the rapid- 
ly growing demand. 


The flame of acetylene is entirely dif- 


ferent from ordinary gas, and is much 
brighter and richer than the incandes- 
cent lamp. It is a solid flame of twen- 
ty-five candle power, about one inch in 
height and one inch in width, and ii 
controlled by a specially designed burn 
er, which only consumes about one 
quarter foot of gas an hour. 


At first glance it would seem from 


this ttiat the new light is very much, 
less expensive than the old, but while 
the acetylene burner consumes such a 
very small quantity of gas the cost o 
the carbide is still so high that it is 
found that acetylene is very little 
cheaper than ordinary gas. 


In order to light one's home with 


acetylene it is only necessary to re- 
place the old tmrners with the new 
style, disconnect the house pipes from 
the meter and connect them to a smalJ 
gas generator. This generator is very 
much like an ordinary city gas hold- 
er, and consists of a tank of water, iu 
which is inverted another tank, the gas 
as it is being generated being led into 
the holder between the water and the 
inverted tank, so that this tank will 
rise as the gas is generated until a suf- 
ficient amount is admitted to fill the 
holder. 


The rising of the tank then automati- 


cally cuts off the supply of water from 
the carbide, and thus prevents the gas 
from generating until such time as more 
is needed, when the tank will descend. 
In doing so it opens a valve which al- 
lows the water to again come in contact 
with the carbide and again generate 
gas.
